Witness Wilder testified also that the Ea- 
werd Hines Lumber company and the Pitts- 
burg Steamship company, referred to as the 
“steel trust, received special favors from 
the towing concern in the form of canceléd 
“stern tug charges in the towing of their 
vessels. 

A letter was introduced im evidence by 
Areistant United States District Attorney 
J C. Fogg of Cleveland showing that an un- 
named Chicago harbor master received a 
present from the towing company to the 
value of 50, for which Capt. John- 
gon, the company's Chicago district man- 
ager, was reimbursed by a $50 check sent by

Four Elevator Constructors 


Sent to Hospital Last Night 
as Result of New War. 


TAKE PIRATE CAR CREW? 


Labor sluggere yesterday threw down the 
gauntlet to Chief of Police McWeeny. In an- 
ewer to the chief's edict issued several days 
ago that slugging must cease, several at- 
tacks were made on members of the elevator 
construttors’ union. 

The men who did the slugging, It is alleged, 
are sympathigers with the International As- 
sociation of Machinists | 

The machinists took the places of the ele- 
vator constructors two years ago. On May 
1 the Otis Elevator company discharged the 
175 machinists that had been doing construc- 
tion work and took back the men who for- 
merly were employed, giving them the de- 
mands that caused the strike two years ago. 

Since the Otis company reiftgtated the old 
construction workers, all of Whom are union 
men, the machinists heave been assaulting 
them in different parts of thecity. More than 
100 of the Otis employés have been attacked. 


Four Go to Hospital. 

Yesterday the sluggers extended their 
operations and assaulted a union employé 
of the Reliance Elevator company. Asa re- 
sult of the day's slugging the following men 
were taken to hospitals: : 

Arnold, Harry A., 3904 West Byron 
street; cut over left eye, nose broken, and 
kicked in the body. Treated at the Iro- 
quois Memorial hospital. 


Finley, John, 3186 Bloomingdale road; 


, beaten with brass knuckles and kicked. 


Received treatment at Iroquois Memorial 
hospital. 


Harris, F. G., 548 Dearborn avenue; 
stabbed and beaten on a Wentworth 
avenue car at Seventeenth and Clark 
streets; taken to St. Luke’s hospital. 


Wildangel, Fred, slugged at Curtis and 
Lake streets; taken to county hospital. 

Two other elevator constructors who 
were with Wildangel were beaten, but they 
left the scene before the arrival of the 
police. 


Attacked on Crowded Car. 

Harris, who is an employé of the Otis com- 
pany, could have killed one or more of his 
assailants, but he was afraid of shooting 
gome innocent person. He was putting in an 
elevator for the Art Bedstead company, West 
Thirty-eighth and Rockwell streets. At 4:30 
o'clock he quit work and started for his 
boarding place on the north side. 

Four men, who he thought were employés 
ef the bedstead company, go on the same car 
with him. At Clark street and Archer ave- 
nue he transferred from an Archer evenue 
car to a north bound Wen:worth avenue car. 
The four men followed him. 

The car was crowded and Harris was com- 
pelled to stand. At Seventeenth and Clark 
gtreeta he noticed the four men crowding 
around him in the car and tried to get to the 
front. Two of the men struck him in the 
face, while another pinioned his arms He 
broke away from the man's greep, but not 
pefore he had been stabbed twice in the back. 


Drives Assailant Off. 
Drawing a revolver from his pocket, Har- 
ris flourished it and Grove his assajlants 
from the car.

I belong to the elevator 
constructors’ union, and we affiliate with the 
American Federation of Labor. Those who 
are members of the machinists’ union took 
our places two years ago when we struck 
for higher wages at the Otis Elevator com- 
pany. The machinists, with the consent of 
the International body, went to work fn our 
jobs for less money than we demanded. 

Now, after two years, the Otis company 
signed up with the old men, and the ma- 
chinists, who really are the ‘scabs’ are 
thrown out of work. More than 100 of the 
elevator constructors that went back te work 
have been slugged.’’ 


Two Attacked in Loop. 

Arnold and Finley were attacked in Fifth 
avenue, between Madison and Washington 
streets. One of thelr assailants, Andrew 
Newman, 2915 Logan boulevard, a member 
of the machinists’ union, was arrested. 

Wildangel and two other élevator con- 
structors were attacked at noon when they 
came out of a building at Lake and Curtis 
streets, where they are installing an elevator. 
Wildangel was beaten into insensibility and 
thrown across the Lake street car tracks. 
His condition is critical. 


Alleged Labor Sluggers Held. 

Peter and William Gentiemen, brothers, 
alleged by the police to be laber sluggere in 
the jurisdictional war between the interna- 
tional steamfittere and the united plumbers, 
were arrested yesterday, Peter Gentlemen 
vas in an automobile believed to be one of 
the pirate cars that heve been used to 
convey labor sluggers about the @ty.

SOS DEATH BLOW 
| TO MRS. MAYBRICK 


Woman Who Served Long in 
British Prison Conceals 
Emotion, However. 


“DIED” TO HER LONG AGO, 


With but slight outward indication of emo- 
tion, Mrs. Florence Maybrick learned yes- 
terday of the death of her one-time favorite 
child, James Chandler Maybrick, wh®was 
believed at the time of the famous Maybrick 
trial in England to have been one of the 
principal, though innocent, instruments of 
the conviction of his mother as the murderer 
of his father. 

Mrs. Maybrick was informed of the death 
of the boy. known during his childhood as 
“Bobo,” as she stepped down the stairs and 
into the office of the Hotel Moraine, High- 
land Park. She gasped, lifted her hand, as 
if overcome by @ momentary faintness, and 
sank into a nearby seat. Before a second 
had elapsed, however, she had overcome the 
effects of her surprise and desired to be given 
more complete facts. 


Retains Old Time Stoicism. 

It was a typical exhibition of stoicism, such 
as Mrs. Maybrick showed when sentenced to 
death, when this sentence was changed to 
life imprisonment, and when she was par- 
doned. She never flinched or manifested 
joy or sorrow on any of those occasions. 

After reading carefull; the English dis- 
patches, which she scanned a second time, 
the woman whose trial and conviction for the 
poisoning of her husband more than twenty 
years ago and the subsequent efforts for 
whose release from prison attracted world- 
wide interest, declared that the death of the 
second in the Maybrick line in her genera- 
tion did not arouse poignant emotions. al- 
though at the time preceding the death of 
Maybrick she was a most devoted mother 
to her first born and favorite. 

A hint of some sacrifice or renunciation on 
her part for the sake of the child threaded 
ner conversation, but Mrs. Maybrick declined 
to say whether or not there was some such 
motive connected with her determination not 
to renew her maternal relations at the time 
of her release. Sbe said che entertained no 
bitterness toward the son, whose curious con- 
nection with his mother’s conviction caused 
so wide a sensation. 


Never Saw Her Children. 

“The past is dead.” his mother sald as she 
passed a hand slightly over her forehead. 
“This boy has been dead to me for more 
than twenty years. Why should these few 
words affect me? I have not had a son since— 
since my imprisonment began. 

„1 will tell you something that I have 
never mentioned since my return to America. 
It is of such a persone! nature that I have 
felt and feel now that the public is not en- 
titled to the confidence. I would prefer that 
it did not now be made public.” 

Mrs. Maybrick hesitated and her voice 
broke. 

“ Before the death of my husband,“ she re- 
sumed, he had left instructions or made 
arrangements for tre future of the children. 
He had provided that the children be brought 
up, educated, and required to live in England 
unti} of age, and if they then wished to con- 
tinue under the patronage of his estate they 

must continue to reside on British sol). 

„ knew of this at the time of my im- 
prisonment. The children were taken in 
charge by some of Mr. Maybrick’s relatives 

and I never made any effort to communicate 
with them. I felt that, if I was ever released, 
I would go immediately to America, and I 
realized that if our mutual effections were 
continued a second parting would have addi- 


tional pangs. Since I entered into the Engusn 
prison life I have never seen my children

BATTLE AT JUAREZ. 

EI Paso, Tex., May 9.--The flercest battle of 
the Mexican revolution was fought at Juares, 
across the Rio Grande from EI Paso, today 
without result. Tonight both federals and 


to resume the battle at daybreak. 

The rebels claim the town tonight, and 
while they actually control more territory 
than do the federals, the position of the goy- 
ernment forces is ao well fortified that it is 
well night impregnable. 

The strength of the federal position is 
largely due to the fact that the rebels are 
scattered. If the rebels were lined up in bat- 
tle formation they probably could storm the 
federal strongholds, which apparently con- 
sist of only six places—-the barracks, the 
church, the theater, the schoolhouse, a hotel, 
and the custome house. 

But the insurrectos suspect that a detach- 
ment of nearly 300 federals with a machine 
gun ls concealed somewhere in town and they 
are hesitating te move in close formation fer 
tear ot a rear or flank attack. 


Estimates of Dead Vary. 

At least five persone —ave been killed on the 
American side of the line since the skirmish- 
ing began yesterday and about fifteen have 
been wounded, while the loss on the battle- 
field is estimated at from thirty to sixty dead 
and about seventy-five to 100 wounded. 

Among the wounded insurrectes are the 
following Americans: 

Leonard Borowski of Chicago, whe is shot 
in the right eye and left hand: Edward 
Boughtan of Coldwater, Mich., and A E. 
Anderson. 

These were all members of Col. Garibaldl’e

Fifteen insurrecto wounded already have 
been brought to the American side, but more 
are believed to be lying far within the town. 

Gen. Navarro, commander of the federala, 
at 7 o'clock tonight agreed to stop the firing 
while the insurrecto wounded were being re- 
moved. 

The federals bave adequate medical fa- 
cilities and are caring for their wounded 
within the town. 


Rebels Burn Many Houses. 

Late this afternoon a fire started by the 
insurrectos filled Juarez with clouds of 
suffocating smoke. The fire is still smolder- 
ing tonight, the postoffice and several ad- 
joining bulldings beiag in ruins. 

The light from the fire tonight gives the 
rebels an occasional glimpse af the church 
where the federals are cooped up, and the 
cracking ef rifles is intermittent. 

Both sides hope for reinforcements tomeor- 
row. Col. Villareal, the insurrecto chief, le 
advancing on Juarez from the east with @o 
men fresh from the siege of Olinaga.

Madero explains the attack on Juarez mere- 
ig by declaring it is the only thing to do.“ 
His leaders ail yesterday begged him to al- 
lew them to go to the rescue of their com- 
rades fighting in Juarez. It is generally con- 
sidered here that he did not have the power 
to stop the fight and was forced io give it 
his approval. 

Rebels Open Fighting. 

The real battle this morning was begun 
by a small detachment of insurgents sta- 
tioned in an acobe house near the Stanton 
street bridge. With their machine gun 
leveled to sweep the main streets of Juarez, 
they opened fire at the first break of dawn. 

Their fire was answered by the twelve ma- 
ehine guns which Navarro and the other 
federals had placed in the higher parte of 
Juarez. Three of the federal cannon were 
put in actio on the outekirte of the town, 
shelling the hills from which the main col- 
umn of the insurrecto army was forced to 
pass to enter the city. 

Soon after this, scores of insurrectos were 
geen to be stealing into the main part of the 
city and numerous skirmishes at short range 
began on the outekirts of the town. At 11 
o'clock 500 rebels were seen dashing up Com- 
mercio stret, the main thoroughfare of the 
town. The federals then-had retired to the 
Ally part of the town, directly. south of the 
Ei Paso river front. r 


Fight Centers on Ghurch. 

The federals made their last stand in the 
Catholic church on Commercio street.

‘I approved the moment for arranging my 
men and they as well as the officers showed 
their submission to my orders. 

“If I wavered much in attacking Juarez, 
it wee for fear of some international com- 
plication, and even if, such complications 
would be against the government of Gen. 
Dias, who is my adversary, I did not wish 
to involve my country in any difficuity. 

But, again, since the attack hach been 
begun, the consequences could not be taken 
into account, since I was continuing to ap- 
portion to myself the military advantages 
of the situation.

| PROTESTS ON “RED TAPE.” 


Bacon and Works Oppose Any 
Intervention, Saying Move 
Would Bring War. 


o~ 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—The danger to 
American lives on the border as a result of 
the revolution in the Mexican republic was 
the subject of sharp controversy in the sen- 
ate again today. The killing of several per- 
sons in El Paso, as the result of yesterday's 
battle in Juarez, was the provocation. 

Senator Stone urged the use of Unitéd 
States troops to protect Americans, and, 
changing his attitude toward the president's 
course, practically charged him with playing 
a game of biuff in sending the troops to the 
front. : } 

Senators Bacon of Georgia, Works of Call- 
fornia, and ‘others replied commending the 
attitude of the president. Mr. Bacon con- 
tended for the right of the Mexican com- 
batants to pursue their war even if Amer- 
ican lives should be endangered. 

Declaring this government apparently in- 
tends not to lift a hand for the protection of 
American citizens in their homes, Mr. Stone 
expressed apprehension lest the bullets of 
yesterday be followed today by shrapnel and 
canister. 

He said he had not proposed an invasion 
of Mexico with the object of remaining, but 
merely to dispatch a force across the line 
sufficient to accomplish the end in view and 
then retire. 


Protests on “Red Tape.” 

He said President Taft was ailowing him- 
self to be bound by red tape; that in pre- 
viously indorsing the.president’s dispatch of 
oops to the border he had supposed that 
the president's step was taken in the interest 
of United States citizens. The president, he 
thought, must have had a serious purpose in 
mind at the start, but manifestly a change 
had come over the spirit of his dream. 

Mr. Stone said this inaction “ smacked too 
much of something he did not like to name.” 

Jam more sensitive about the lives of 
American men, women, and children, peace- 
ably pursuing the even tenor of their way 
on their own soli and about their own homes,” 
he said, “ than I am about the pride and sen- 
sibilities of other men who have on their 
hands the innocent bloed of our people. V 
would at all hazards defend and protect our 
people against such monstrous outrages as 
those at Douglas and El Paso, let the conse- 
quences be what they might; and hence I ap- 
peal to the committee on foreign relations to 
consider the resolution I offered and make 
tome recommendation as to our duty.“ 


Bacon Sees War Result. 

Mr. Bacon said that Mr. Stone's proposed 
course would plunge this country into im- 
mediate war; that the Mexican government 
has a right to assert its authority, even if 
by doing so it should endanger the lives of 
persons on this side of the international line. 
He said thaf if the situation were reversed 
and El Paso were in the hands of a mob, the 
United States government would have the 
right to quell the disturbance, regardless of 
conditions in México. 

Both he and Mr. Works declared that in- 
tervention to protect a few lives on the border 
would probably mean the sacrifice of a far 
greater number of lives of Americans in the 
interior of Mexico. 

The United States could not send troops into 
Mexico without taking one side or the other 
of the pending conflict, and Mr. Bacon con- 
tended that in any event the adoption of Mr. 
Stone's resolution would be a declaration of 


war. 


Hear Revolt Is Spreading. 

From United States consuls scattered 
throughout Mexico and from other sources 
of information the president and the state 
department heard today the revolution is 
spreading. end from the news dispatches and 
from Col. Steever, in commend of the United 
States troops in N Paso, they received bulle- 
tins telling of the fight thet is endangering 
United States oltisens. 

Despite all the unfavereadie intelligence 
President Taft tonight wae inclined to hope 
for peace. From Mexico City the president 
learned thet with the exception of two or 

ibly three states all Mexico ls more or 
less involved in the revolution. 

But at the same time Foretgn Minister de 
la Barra was quoted as being confident that 
peace will be made between the Diaz govern- 
ment and Madero and that afterwerds sep- 
arate negotiations will be carried on with 
the other states in which other revolutionary 
leaders in command. 


„Trouble in Chiapas State. 

Consul Haskell in Salina Cruz, in the south- 
eastern tip of the republic, telegraphed that 
the situation was worse in the vicinity of 
Tonala, which lies eighty miles e@atward, 
in the state of Chiapas. A large force of 
revolutionists is operating there; one Ameri- 
man plantatation has been burned ang other 
American property threatened.

vestigate the postoffice department. The 


resolition was adopted without much oppo- 
sition.

_ gation will include physical conditions in 


the various postoffices,” sald Congressman 
Buchanan. “In the Chicago postoffice the 


rooms in which the clerks are compelled to 
work ere dark and iM ventileted and gen- 


erally so insanitary that tuberculosis has 
deen contracted by many of the employés. 


There have been some deaths, I believe. The 


; responsibility for these conditions should be 


determined.” ä b 

Mr. Buchanan was informed that this mat - 
ter would receive the attention of the inves- 
tigating committee.

I 
was discharged from the service for this and 
for giving the facts to the Chicago news- 
papers.” 

Mr. Nelson said his organization, though 
affiliated with the Federation of Labor, did 
not contemplate striking against the govern- 
ment, but merely desired the influence of 
organized labor in seeking redress from con- 
gress. 


THINES DANGER EXAGGERATED. 

“ Condftiotis.in the Chicago postoffice are 
not of the best and every one knows that, 
said Postmaster Campbell when he was told 
of the criticism of the government building 
here. It is because the postoffice building 
is not as good as it ought to be that we are 
asking for a new building. 

But I don't think that the conditions are 
as bad as represented by Congressman 
Buchanan and Mr. Nelson.

PUBLIC COMFORT STATIONS 
ARE RECOMMENDED FOR LOOP. 


Special Park Commission Wants City 
to Start with Twelve, Which Can 
Be Maintained. for $25,000 a Year.

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FINDS NEW KIND OF ANIMAL 


Chicagoan Announces Discovery 
Made in South America. 


CALL ALL OTHERS EXTINCT.

Scientists Hitherto Only Theorized Re- 
garding Strange Being. 


What is regarded as the most important 
scientific achievement among living animals 
for a quarter of a century, was announced at 
Field museum yesterday, when Wilfrid H. 
Osgood, assistant curator of zodlogy, arrived 
in Chicago after a four months’ trip to South 
America. 

Mr. Osgood succeeded in capturing ten speci- 
mens of &n order of mammal—a marsupial, 
all other members of whose family are ex- 
tinct. The relation of this order of mammal 
to the American opossum on one side and to 
the Australian kangaroo on the other, is be- 
lieved to establish the theory that South 
America and Australasia once were connect- 
ed by land. 


Looks Like Opossum. 

“It ls a small mammal, of course,“ Prof. 
Osgood explained. It looks something like 
the opossum, except that it is smaller and its 
fur is brown. The tall ig ratlike, but square, 
instead of round. The pouch-isrudimentary, 
not large enough to carry the young as the 
kangaroo does. The bones of extinct mem- 
bers of the same family have been found in 
Patagonia; but there are no other living 
members of the family. Indeed, there is no 
other marsupial in America except the 
opossum. 


“Missing Link” Among Mammals, 

“ This anima) is one of the lowest in the 
scale of mammals. It is a kind of missing 
link in sodlogical evolution, because all other 
members of its family are extinct.” 

Mr. Osgood’s success in solving the mystery 
of half a century came as 4 result of a 
month’s solitary work with his traps in a 
Venezuela forest so thick that a way had to 
be cut with native machetes. After he had 
established his camp on a mountain he had 
radiating paths cut back into the forest in 
order to pursue his work.

Senate May Oppose Clause Mak- 
ing Members of the Com- 
mission Elective.

Springfield, III, May 9.—[Special.}—The 
ecmprehensive railroad bill, basing the IIII- 
nois law upon the federal interstate com- 
meroe act, was passed by the house this aft- 
ergoon by à vote of 94 to 81. 

It provides for the election of members of 
the railroad and warehouse commission, to 
which is committed control of the railroads, 
electric and interurban lines, sleeping car 
companies, express companies, and steam- 
beat lines. 

The senate without doubt will accept the 
bili with the single exception of this section, 
and will change the requirement so that the 
commission shall be appointive by the gov- 
ernor. The house, it is believed, will oppose 
this change, so eventually the bill is to 
te conference over the single point of how 
the commission shall be chosen. 

Eeflier in the day the bill placing express 
companies under the direct control of the 
rallroad and warehouse commission was 
passed by the senate. It had been pushed 
tiyough the house, and is now up to the 
governor for his signature. 

Senator Campbell S. Hearn of Quincy, who 
introduced the senate bill, says t crowns euc- 
eeestully twelve years of legislative strug- 
Shing for him. 

The bill which makes elective the railroad 
and warehouse commission, as it existe under 
the law now on the books, paseed the house 
without dissent. It is supposed to be in the 
ns ture of à olub to force the senate to accept 
an electlve commission in the comprehensive 
and progressive bill Which passed earlier. 
Legislative experts do not tame much stock 
im thie theory. - ; 


Conferences on Bill. 

The Abbott bill, No. 616, is the compromise 
bill which was formulated after two dozen 
tedious conferences held between representa- 
tives of the railroad and warehouse commis- 

sion, the railroads, the electric companies, 
the Chicago Association of Commerce, the 
Ininois Manufacturers’ association, and 
spokesmen for heavy shipping interests from 
all over the state. 

The bills had been amended so as to protect 
municipalities in their own regulation of local 
transportation companies, and this answered 
the objections. of representatives from the 
larger ‘cities of the state.

Illinois Senate Votes Thirty to 
Seventeen for Proposal. 


FOR FEDERAL AID. 


Chaunel Offered for Navigation if Na- 
tion Will Maintain It. 


Springfield, I., May 9.—The administra- 
tion’s deep waterway bill, which failed to 
pass at the last session of the legislature, 
was passed by the senate today by a vote of 
80 to 17. | 

An added section to the bill provides that 
the channel shall be offered to the federal 
government for navigable uses, on condition 
that the government operate and maintain 
the channel and locks and that the channel 
and ite appurtenances shall forever remain 
the property of Iuinois. 

In section five, the words a adepth of four 
teen feet are replaced by the phrabe, “an 
ultimate depth of fourteen feet.” This, it is 
said, permits use of the $20,000,000 even if 
the depth is not carried to fourteen feet at 
on 

Senator Johnson, Who introduced the bill, 
prged its passage. His arguments were 
the same as those set forth in Gov. Deneen’s 
special waterway message submitted to the 
legislature two weeks ago. 

This bill should pass regardless of poll- 
ties declared Senator Clark. It is not 
a politicial scheme. It is a commerical pro- 
ject for the benefit of Ihinois.

Statewide Measure Passes the 
Senate and Goes Back for 
Concurrence. 


OTHERS IN SAME STATUS. 


Morton D. Hull Sees Big Change 
in Sentiment of Illinois 
Legislators. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, III., May 9.—[{Special. State 
wide civil service is much closer to an 
actuality than its best friends dared hope a 
week ago. 

The senate today passed the original house 
bill, as it had itself amended the measure, 
and sent it over to the house for ooncur- 
rence. ‘ 

Powerful influences are at work among the 
representative urging that the senate amend- 
ments be concurred in, and the prediction 
was confidently made late tonight that to- 
morrow will see the state bill forwarded to 
Gov. Deneen for his signature. 

The county civil service bill, passed orig- 
mally by the house, amended in important 
details in the senate and now up to the house 
for concurrence, is in a similar situation. 


Municipal Courts Bill Delayed. 
Senate action on the Municipal courts civil 
service bill, which is destined to carry under 
merit rule all except elective officials of the 
Municipal courts of Chicago, was delayed for 
twenty-four hours, due to a telegraphic re- 
quest from Chief Clerk Homer K. Galpin. 

In the afternoon Mr. Galpin and Chief 
Bailiff Thomas H. Hunter came down from 
Chicago and the creases are being smoothed 
from the bill. If the other two measures are 
satisfactory to both houses the Municipal 
courts bill will go along simultaneously. 

As for the bills for placing the employés of 
the park systems urfder civil service, they are 
dead beyond recall and no effort will be made 
to revive them. 

Representative Morton D. Hull, who fath- 
ered the original house bills, is hopeful of 
ultimate success. He said the situation has 
changed materially. 


Hull Talks of Prospects. 

“Close scrutiny of the statewide bil) in 
particular,“ said Mr. Hull, demonstrates 
that it is as strong a measure as possibly 
can be expected. I am working to the ut- 
most of my ability to obtain the acquies- 
cence of the house in the measure passed by 
the senate today and as amended by that 
body. 

“I have reason to believe that the strong 
opposition which was manifested while the 
bill was before the house against any sort of 
a law has decreased materially. The origi- 
nal civil service men are disposed to believe 
that to have the house refuse concurrence 
and to send it to conference would de to 
seriously endanger the measure altogether. 
If the state bill is acceptable, the two others 
also will be acceptable.” 

As passed by the senate, the statewide bill 
carries into civil service all of the state pay 
roll with the exception of the fifty specified 
positions, eliminating, however, the faculties 
of the state university and the five normal 
schools ahd the university students who may 
be employed during the collegiate year. 

The Cook county bill also becomes effective 
on July 1 and biankets all county employés 
who are attached to the payroll at the close 
of business on June 30. |

Miss Olive MacLeod Returns from Wilds 
to England After Making Explora- 
tion Record on the Dark Continent.

PLYMOUTH, England, May 9.—Miss May 
Olive MacLeod, daughter of the late Sir Reg- 
inal? MacLeod, the first white woman who 
ever penetrated into the interior of’ Africa, 
arrived here today on her return journeys. 

She accomplished the trip of 3, 100 miles 
for a romantic object. Her betrothed, Lieut.

Miss MacLeod in her journey traversed 
southern and northern Nigeria and found 
the falls of May Kabo, which never had 
actually been seen before, although Com- 
mandant Lenfant penetrated that section for 
a short distance.

Chutes MacLeod in honor of the young 
woman, 


JOHN ORTH, AUSTRIAN PRINCE, 
PRONOUNCED BY COURT DEAD 


Archduke Who Renounced His Rank, 
Married Actress, and Disappeared Is 
Believed to Have Been Drowned. 


VIENNA, May 9.—The controversy regard- 
ing the fate of Archduke John Salvator of 
Austria, otherwise known as John Orth, was 
legally settled today. The Supreme court 
decided that his death must be presumed to 
have occurred July 21, 1890. 

Archduke John was the younger son of the 
late Grand Duke Leopold IL of Tuscany, 
and was born tn 1852. He renounced his rank 
and titles and called himself John Orth. 
He married Milly Stiebel, an actress, in 
London, July, 1890, and with his wife sailed 
for Chile. * 

Since tben nothing has been heard of the 
archduke, and it is believed that the vessel, 
the Samta Margaretha, wag wrecked in a 
terrific storm and that all on board perished. 

Last July on petition of Archduke: Joseph 
Ferdinand the courte declared Archduke John 
officially dead, allowing six months for filing

CALLING HALT ON OPIUM. 


New Cabinet to Be Responsible 
to Assembly as Well as 
to the Throne. 


PEKING, May 9.—An imperial edict issued 
today authorizes the conclusion of the Hu- 
kwang loan of $30,000,000 for railroad con- 
struction in central China. The loan was 
signed a year ago by financiers representing 
the United States, France, Great Britain, and 
Germany. 

Despite provincial opposition the amount of 
the loan remains at $30,000,000, and notwith- 
er the elimination of a branch section 

the railroad the four groups of bankers 
will participate. 


Further Move Against Opium. 

Another edict exhorts the viceroys to abo 
ish the production of opium expeditiously, 
Great Britain having consented, by the 
Anglo-Chinese agreement, to reduce the ex- 
portation of Indian opium to China as rap- 
idly as the home growth is exterminated. 
It is believed the government will succeed 
in abolishing the production of the poppy 
within a few years. 


Government Shows New Vigor. 

It is believed the appointment of Prince 
Ching as premier and miniater of foreign 
affairs in the new constitutional cabinet is 
only temporary and that he will de super- 
ceded as soon as the assembly reconvenes, 
that body having warred relentlessly against 
his ancient methods. | 

The administrative regulations now pro- 
mulgated make the cabinet jointly responei- 
ble with the throne to the National assembly. 
The government has greatly strengthened 
itself and is showing self-confidence and de- 
termination. 


ROOSEVELT PLANS NEW HUNT. 


Capt. Bartlett Says Former President 
Is Figuring on an Expedition 
After Polar Bears. 


New York, May 9.—According to Capt.

Helm Committee Considers 
Offering Its Evidence to’ 
U. S. Senate. 


DISCUSS PETIT RULING. 


Members Talk of Recommending 
Ousting of Pemberton and 
Broderick.

Springfield, In., May 9.—[Special.]— 
Biocked by the decision of Judge Adelor J. 
Petit, under which any witness may disre- 
gard its seubpeenas with impunity, the Helm 
committee decided today to make no further 
effort to take testimony in the investigation 
by which it already has disclosed some of 
the sources of the $100,..v Lorimer fund 
and pointed the way to the men higher up.“ 

This does not mean tne Helm committee 
concedes for an instant the decision of the 
judge bad any justification under the con- 
stitution and the statutes, but it is a recog- 
nition of the futility of attempting to pro- 
ceed in the face of a court which holds the 
issuance of a habeas.corpus writ before the 
arrest, and a coincident filing of a sworn 
petition containing urtrue statements, to be 
mere technicalities. 


Works on Final Report. 

Immediately. following the decision to make 
10 more attempts to subpeeng witnesses the 
committee began work on the preparation of 
its final report. What it will be is a matter 
of interest to many legislators. It is rumored 
these three recommendations are under dis- 
eussion:

If any one of these three recommendations 
fe made by the committee ft will arouse a 

in the senate. If all three find places 
in the report there will be a reguler life 
sized earthquake. 

Although it will be impossible to question 
the right of the committee to make the last 
two recommendations, as it was the charges 
against thesesenators that brought about the 
creation of the committee, there will be vig- 
erous opposition to any action on the ground 
that since the creation of the committee the

R may be contended, on the other hand, 
thet the senate is under no obligation to al- 
low Sangamon county juriee to determine the

Question of Appeal. 

Tf, on the other hand, it is concluded the 
appeal will result in a decision by the Supreme 
court only on the technica! propriety of the 
Assessment of costs against Sergeant at Arms 
E. H. Hatfield, the only point on which an 
appeal can be made, it is probable there will 
be no further proceedings in the Tilden cage 
in the IIlinols courts. . 

The Helm committee has nothing to do with 
this question.

Owner Asserts Tenant, Saloon- 
keeper, Must Obey City 
and State Laws. 


HALL MEETINGS, 


HURTS 


Says Many Persons Refuse to 
Attend Sabbath Services 
Upstairs. 


A novel method of fighting the Sunday 
saloon in Chicago came to light yesterdcy, 
when a bill for an injunction was presented 
in the Superior court seeking to restrain two 
Partners conducting a saloon from. keeping 
their places of business open on Sunday, ee 
being contrary to the state law and Supreme 
court decicione. 

The sult for the injunction was brought by 
Samuel Polakow, 3200 Douglas boulevard, in 
the Lawndale district, who leases to Ted Kal- 
lish and Abraham L. Kramer property at the 
northwest corner of Ogden and South Kedzie 
aventies, in which the defendants conduct a 
saloon. 

After the bill was filed a change of venue 
was obtained from two judges of the court— 
Judges Ball and Gridley—on the showing 
that both these men in recent opinions had 
indicated that they regarded the Sunday 
saloon as a law-~-breaking institution. The 
matter was taken before Judge Richard E. 
Burke, but his calendar is loaded with law 
cases and he suggested that it be taken to 
some other judge of the Superior court. 


Lease Demands Law Obedience. 

In July, 1010, Polakow entered into a writ- 
ten lease with Kallish and Kramer to cover 
the. tenancy of the property known as the 
Douglas Park auditorium, at the location de- 
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| instrument, the laws of the state of Lllinole 
ang city of Chicago were to be obeyed to the 
letter. 

It is stipulated in the lease that the halls 
above the saloon premises are to be used fcr 
various bodies, including religious societies. 

The owner was opposed to the lessees oper- 
ating a Sunday saloon, because, as his bill 
of complaint cutlines, “ there meetings are 
patronized by a great Many men, women, and 
children; that a gréat meny of such concerts, 
social gatherings and other such functions 
and religious meetings are held on Sundays 
by many patrons of such halls.” 


Many Refuse to Go to Hall. 

It is further alleged in the bill filed by At- 
torney Grossman in behalf of Polakow that 
“many persons attending such gatherings 
and meetings are averse to the sale of intox- 
icating liquors on Sundays and refuse to 
patronize or hola any meeting or meetings or 
other Social functions by reason of the fact 
that such intoxicating liquors are sold on a 
portion of the said premises.” 

Then the bill quotes the city ordinance of 
Chicago prohibiting the keeping open of any 
saloon between the hours of 1 o'clock and 3 
o'clock, a. m. Following on the heel of the 
city ordinance ie the etaic law governing the 
operation of dram shops where liquor is SO 
or given away on the first day of the week, 
commonly known as Sunday.” 


Must Not Hurt Place’s Reputation. 

Another nub of the situation is found in 
this clause of the bill: 
_** Your orator further represents that it is 
provided that ‘said lessees will not permit 
said premises to be used for any unlawful 
purposes that would injure the reputation of 
the same or of the building of which they are 
a part, or disturb the tenants of such build- 
ing orehe neighborhood.” "’ 

In event of Polakow winning hie suit, it is 
expected the way will be paved for Sunday 
closing advocates throughout the state to re- 
inforce their campaign for a tight Sunday.“

EY JANE EDDINGTON. 
The Queenly Asparagus. 


HE asparagus is described as the queen 
of vegetables. It is also said to be al- 
most a modern vegetable in this coun- 
try. Within the memory of a great 
number of people of two score years of 

age there was a time when thé only use made 
of this plant was an ornamental one. It grew 
not in the vegetable but in the flower garden, 
and its skeletonlike bushes were used in great 
bouquets and for such services as filling up 
the open fireplace in the summer. 

The expense of the asparagus keeps it out 
of many homes, but for a little while now 
before it disappears from the market, except in 
cans, it will be inexpensive enough for the 
whole family to have a géherous helping.

Cold asparagus or that from the can makes 
a delictous salad with a French dressing. A 
plain dressing for it is made by taking a 
“spot” of mustard and working into it a ta- 
blespoontful of oil and a dessert spoonful of 
tarragon vinegar with paprika and salt to 
taste.

should be put into the boiling water in such | 


away as to keep the delicate heads out of 
the water and let them be steamed done. 
When the stalks are broken the heads should 
be set apart and added to the rest when it is 
almost cooked or cooked séparately. Careful 
cooks scrape each stalk before cooking it. 

Cold asparagus not only makes a fine salad 
but with eggs may be made into a dainty 
warm dish, according to the following recipe: 
Cut up into small pieces two dozen or so heads 
of cooked asparagus and mix in a stewpan 
with the well beaten yolks of two raw eggs, 
adding pepper and salt. Stir freely, add a 
tablespoon of butter, and keep on stirring for 
two or three minutes. Serve on delicately 
toasted bread.

Asparagus Soup I.— Boll a bunch of aspara- 
gus, tips and stalks separately. When tips 
are tender set aside in water in which they 
were cooked. When stalks are tender rub 
Melt a table- 
spoon of butter, add a tablespoon of flour, then 
add a pint of hot milk slowly, and cook until 
smooth. oT this add asparagus pulp and tips. 
and water in which the latter were boiled. 
Add salt, paprika, and a tablespoon of cream. 
Serve with croutons.—Mrs. C. E. Carter, Onar- 
ga, III. 

Asparagus Soup U.—Cut up a bunch of as- 
paragus in small pieces and cook until tender 
in two pints of water. Mash with water 
cooked in, add two tablespoons of cream, a 
pinch of cayenne pepper, a little salt, and a 
dessert spoon of butter mixed with one tea- 
spoon of flour. Strain and serve.—Lida Bald- 
win, 6345 Stewart avenue. : 

Cream of Asparagus—One bunch of aspara- 
gus, one pint of miik, one pint of boiling 
salted water, two tablespoons of butter, and 
two of flour. Wash and cut asparagus. Cut 
off tips and cook in boiling water until tender. 
Drain them and save water in which they were 
cooked and cook remainder of asparagus 
broken in small pieces for fifteen minutes. 
Press through colander, put milk in double 
boiler, add flour and butter, and cook unt 
smooth and creamy. Add asparagus and when 
hot add tis. Season and serve with a few 
tips in eack dish.—Contributed., 

Asparagus on Toast—Boll asparagus in 
salted water and when done. dish if up on 
toast which has been dipped in the water the as- 
paragus was cooked in.

THE REVENUE AMEN DMENT. 

The Illinois house of representatives is to 
consider today the most important question 
of the session. It is the amendment to the 
Fevenue article of the constitution. Its rati- 
fication would put it in the power of the gen- 
eral assembly to prescribe an intelligent and 
equitable taxing system whereby the bur- 
dens of taxpayers would be equalized at the 


same time that the public revenues were in- 


creased.. Tax reform'is the cryingmeed of 
the state, its municipalities, and the prop 
‘erty owners. . 

The hands of the legislature are tied now 
i by the rigid command of the constitution 
that ‘all property, real or personal, tangible 
or intangible, shall be taxed at a uniform 
rate. That is the general property tax, 
whose incurable defects were not so appar- 
ent when the present organic law was 
drafted as they art now. There was a chri- 
ous belief then that if the owners of credits 
stocks, bonds, mortgages, etc.—were ordered 
to list them, and pay on them taxes which 
were quasi confiscatory they would do so, 

This was a queer misapprehension of hu- 
man nature. The holders of intangibles 
have not responded. Where they have sworn 
to schedules which professed to be a state- 
ment ot all their worldly goods, they have 
sworn falsely. Almost the only ones who 
have paid have been the unlucky widows and 
orphans, whose possessions are on record in 
the Probate court. They have been caught 
in the meshes of the law which have not held 
others and have been obliged to pay over to 
the tax collector from 40 to 50 per cent of 
their incomé from mortgages and bonds. 

A law which encourages—one might al- 
most say necessitates—evasion or perjury, 
and which is operative only as to one out 
of a thousand persons, is a disgrace to the 
stutute books. 

What is needed is authority for the gen- 
era] assembly to classify the various forms 
of personal property, tangible and intangible, 
for. purposes of taxation, subject to the re- 
quirement that all property of the same 
class shall pay the same rate. After that 
shall have been done intelligently personal 
property will be a more fruſtrul producer 
ef revenue than it is now, and to that extent 
the burden on city and country real estate 
would be lifted. The men who did ret con- 
sider it a crime to resort to any device to 
escape an unjust tax would as a rule be 
willing to pay a just one. 

If the general assembly had the discretion- 
ary power it should possess, it would be pos- 
sible to exempt entirely from taxation cer- 
tain kinds of personal property which never 
@cape the eye of the assessor. About half 
the personalty assessments in Cook county 
are on household furniture. It is not a 
proper subject for taxation, Beds, chairs, 
tables, ete., are necessaries of life. So, too, 
should all hand tools owned and used by 
workingmen go tax free. . 

With the general property tax, that relic 
of days when the science of taxation was 
in its infancy, once out of the way, other 
reforms would be possible. The sour: es of 
state and municipal revenues could be : epa- 
rated. The farmer couii be relieved of the 
state tax on his land which he considers a 
burden. Whatever taxes he paid would go 
for purely local purposes. 

The revenue amendment has everything 
to commend it—honesty, justice, fair play. 
The general assembly would fall far short of 
its duty if it were to fail to give the voters 
an opportunity to rid themselves of a taxing 
system which is grossly unfair, fosters per- 
jury, and retards the industrial growth of 
che state. 

The constitutional amendment should be 
submitted, and the legislature should also 


pass the bill drafted by the special tax com- 


mission. It provides for the creation of a 
tax commission of three members to super- 
swede the present unwieldy and inefficient 
state board of equalization. The commis- 
sion..would give us more unifotm assess- 
ments than we have now. It would confer 
with, advise and instruct local assessors, 
The commission could not cure the great 
evils which can be dealt with only through 
a constitutional amendment, but it would 
improve the situation considerably. 

The people need both the bill and the 
amendment. 


IS MADERO IN AUTHORITY? 

The attack upon Juarez was evidently 
not approved by Madero. This raises the 
question of responsibility and organization 
.among the insurrectionists. 

Francisco I. Madero Jr. is styled. provi- 
sional president, but the phrase means little 
or nothing. ‘The real question is whether 
there is anything systematic and formal in 
the insurrection, a responsible directing 


dience. There has been for some years a 
“liberal party,“ which has juntas in the 
United States, with at least one newspaper, 
Regeneracion, published in Los Angeles. 
Madero has ‘given generously, doubtless, 
from his reputed great wealth to the support 
of this party and its propaganda and later 
to provide the sinews of armed revolt. But 
how great is his control over the revolution- 
ists? Apparently the three officers in com- 
mand near Juarez dare to disobey him. 

It must be remembered that the Madero 
family are very rich, are said to own 5,000,- 
000 acres of land. From this selfish point of 
view they ought to favor the present régime. 
Madero may well be suspected by radical 
revolutionists of playing the role of patriot 
in order to check radical measures. Cer- 
tainly it may be expected that his attempt 
to bring about a compromise will be chal- 
lenged by extremists. 

Here lies the gravest danger of the situa- 
tion. A few armed bands under irreconcil- 
ables, recraited from dung adventurersand 
the erimina) or semi-criminal class, could 
keep the country in a state of disorder for 
a long time. If the idea spread among the 
people that in the peace terms they had been 
betrayed the present revolt might be fo!- 
lowed by a confidgration which would gweep 
the country.

NEW NAMES FOR OLD OFFICIALS. 

The Chinese grand counci: has been abel 
ished, and a cabinet replaces it. But the 
members of the old council are members of 
the new cabinet with duties unchanged. It 
is a case of new masks for old faces. But 
there is to be a change of greater import 
than that of dames, though thet would be no 
small matter in so conservative a country as 
China. The cabinet is to be what the grand 
council was not—responsible to the national 
assembly. That was promised some time 
Ago. 

But how the promise will be kept to what 
extent the cabinet will be made responsible, 
and hence how far the national assembly 
will be able to contrel the government—is 
conjectural. It is reasonably certain that 
the national assembly will not be satistied 
with authority to demand the-dismissa! of 
one or another cabinet minister. It will 
claim the right to veto the obnoxious policies 
they stood for. 

From what has been said recently by 
members of provincial assemblies, it is safe 
to conclude that the national assembly will 
assert itself where financial questions are 
concerned. It will insist that no future 
lodns shall be made without its consent, 
This may interfere materially with the plans 
of some bankers in this ud other countries. 
They have ‘iad a pleasant vision of great 
Chinese loans for railroad building and other 
Purposes... They will not find it so easy to 
drive a profitable bargain when they have a 
Chinese national assembly to deal with. 

China is a long ways from a constitutional 
government, but it is moving in that direc- 
tion. The fact that it is moving so slowly 
gives reasonable assurance that it will move 


safely. 


Ir the question in Mexico is to be one be- 
tween Diaz and hig conscience, as Porfirio 
says it is and must be, then there seems 
nothing left for Madero to do but give the 
order for the fighting to begin anew. Long 
years of service in Mexico have trained many 
faculties for the president, but we doubt that 
his conscience has been quickened.

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MARQUISE DE FONTE NOT.

ENERAL LORD WILLIAM SET 
MOUR, who bas just been appointed 
colonel of the Coldstream Guards, the 
colonelcy carrying with it a notable 
addition to his pay, was for several 
years commander of the British mihtary 
forces in Canada, and while stationed at 
Ottawa attracted some little attefition in 
this country by his refusal to hold any inter- 
course whatsoever with his grandnephew, 
the Har! of Yarmouth, who was at the time 
in the United States. The name of Lord 
Yarmouth has always had much the same 
effect upon him as the proverbial red rag 
on the bull. 

Lord William, tke Field Marsha! Sir Eve- 
lyn Wood, started life as g sailor, and served 
| during the early part of the Crimean war 
as amidshipman. Shortly before the restora- 
tion of peace he secured his transfer to the 
army, with a commission in the Coldstream 
Guarda, and subsequently served in Canada 
on the staff, also in Egypt, and was for five 
years King Edward's leutenant of the tower 
of London. He is a younger brother of the 
fifth Marquis of Hertford, that is to say, of 
that marquis who was despoiled by the will 
of his cousin, the fourth marquis, of almost 
the whole of the once large fortune belong- 
ing to the marquisate, .

The fourth Marquis of Hertford was one 
of the most natadle figures, of English and 
continental life from 1820 to his death in 
1870, and he served as prototype for Thack- 
eray’s Marquis of Steyne’’ in Vanity 
Fair.” His father, the third marquis, had 
married the beautiful and fascinating Maria 
Fagniani. By this union the third marquis 
had two sons—namely: the fourth marquis, 
and Lord Henry Seymour, who spent his en- 
tire’ life in France, where, in conjunction 
with the sons of King Louis Philippe, he 
founded the Paris Jockey om, dying un- 


married in 1859. 


Maria Fagniani during her marriage to 
the third marquis, gave birth to another 
son, who was born in Paris during the two 
or three years that all intercourse between 
England and France was interrupted by 
war, and when she, along with other Eng- 
lish people of note, was detained as a quasi 
prisoner of state in Paris by the first Na- 
poleon, while her husband was in England. 
Indeed, he could not possibly have been the 
father of this son. The third marquis, how- 
ever, was so devoted to his wife that he never 
took any steps to repudiate the paternity, 
But he was thoroughly aware that troubl® 
would be made by the other members of the 
Seymour family. So this son of his wife was 
brought up by the marchioness. under the 
name of Richard Wallace. 


—~o- 
The fourth marquis. as well as Lord Henty 
Seymour was passionately fond of their lovely 
mother, and always treated Richard Wal- 
lace as a much loved brother. The fourth 
Marquis of Hertford was one of the closest 
friends of Napoleon III., and when he died 
in 1870 at Paris, just before the war, without 
ever having married, it was found that he 
had bequeathed his altogether colossal for- 
tune, to his half brother, Richard Wal ce, 
his will explicitly stating that it was in 
recognition of his affection, and above al! of 
his entire and unselfish devotion to our 
mother.. Ragley Halt in Yorkshire, and a 
small amount of entailed property, yielding 
an income of some $30,000, which could not 
be alienated, was left to his cousin, the fifth 
marquis, who was a general in the army, 
lord chamberlain to Queen Victoria, and 
at one time equerrry to the Prince Consort. 
What the fourth marquis meant by 
‘unselfish love of Richard Wallace is that 
the latter, in order to save the fair name of 


‘his mother, had been content to forego his 


righ® to the status and style of Lord Richard 
Seymour, and to pass as a man of no known 
father; in fact, as a foundiing. For, since 
Richard Wallace had been Horn to the 
marchioness during her marriage to the third 
marquis, and the latter head never denied 
the paternity, Richard was thoroughly en- 
titled to the status of his legitimate son. 


~~ 

During the war of 1870 Richard spent 
much of his new wealth in founding end , 
maintaining ambulances for the French | 
army, and in feeding the destitute and starv- 
ing English and French people in the be- 
leaguered French capital At the close of 
the war the French government bestowed 
upon him the commandership af the Legion 
of Honor, and gave hig name to a Paris 
street, while Queen Victoria knighted him. 

Sir Richard then went to England to take 
possession of his elder brother's vast estates. 
But while he himself was received with the 
utmést ocordiality and distinetion,. he found 
all doors closed to his wife, Lady Wallace, 
owing to the fact that he had married her“ 
after his only son by her had grown up. He 
did everything in his power to secure her 
acceptance by English society, but without 
avail, notwithstanding the influence of King 
Edward, then Prince of Wales, in his behalf, 
the boycott being led by the socially all- 
powerful house of Seymour, which had been 
so completely despoiled for his sake. Queen 
Victoria absolutely refused to receive her, 
either officially or privately. English so- 
ciety followed their sovereign’s suit, and the 
only member of the English royal family 
who always treated her with the utmost dis- 
tinction and kindness was the late Empress 
Frederick, who néver went to England with- 
out making a paint of calling on Lady Wal- 
lace, and usually lunched with hef and with 
Sir Richard. 


„ 
When Sir Richard (who amongst other 
benefactions to Paris had endowed that city 
with some hundreds of drinking fountains) 
died it wes found that he had left his vast 
and priceless art collections, not to the Eng- 
lish nation, as everybody had supposed, nor 
yet to the French nation, but to his wife, in- 
timating that she knew better han any one 
else what his wishes were in connection 
therewith. To the children of his dead son 
he Fett annuities sufficient to keep them in 
comivrt, though not in affluence. The whole 
property, save for these particular legacies 
went to his widow. What his object was be- 
came apparent when some time after his 
death'she presented the entire art collection 
to the English nation, and with it she gave 
his and her London residence, Hertford 
house, in Manchester square, for use as a 
museum. He had been unwilling to give the 
collection himself to the nation, but he was 
anxious that it should be presented to the 
English people by his wife, who had been 
‘treated with such contumely by the Dnglish 
people, who had virtually closed their doors 
against her. 


—— 
Lady Wallace did not long survive her hus- 
band, and when she died it was found that 
she had left her husband’s entire fortune and 
estates (excepting the art collection, which 
she had previously bestowed to the English 
government), to her husband’s and her own 
private secretary, John Murray Scott, son 
of Dr. John Scott, an English physician és- 
tablished at Boulogne, who had won the nt, 
gard of Sir Richard and Lady Wallace by 
his care of the latter when she had landed 
at Boulogne completely prostrated by the 
sufferings of a stormy crossing of the chan- 
mel. The fortunate private secretary, as her 
chief legatee, and as the principal executor 
ot her wil, also her representative in the 
transfer of the world famed Wallace collec- 
tions to the English nation, was created a 
baronet, and now owns most of the estates 
of the Hertford marquisate in England, Ire- 
land, and on the continent, excepting Baga- 
telle, in the Bois de Boulogne, which he has 
sold to the city of Pari.

Hankins Builds Harlem Track. 


When racing again became possible in Cook 
county Hankins with Sid Meile and others built 
the Harlem track which, next to Washington park, 
was made the greatest racetrack jn the west. 

After another period of enforced idleness the 
Harlem property came into the sole possession of 
John Condon. who operated it as a racetrack for 
several profitable years after Hankins’ fortunes 
had hit the down grade, and who still owns ft. 

In the early '90s Hankine in partnership with 
Johnny Campbell and later with B. J. Johnson 
campeitgned one of the strongest stables of race 
horses in the country, Macbeth II and Robespierre 
being among their winners of many important 
stakes. Hankins longed to see his colors in front in 
the American Derby, one of the most coveted and 
fashionable classes on the American turf. 
This ambition was gratified in 18900. Two daye be- 
fore the running of the race he bought from Sam 
Bryant of Kentucky for as much as the winner's 
share of the stake was worth the favorite and 
almost certain winner, Uncle Bob. This anima!

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IN BIG IMPROVEMENT 


Santa Fe Coast Short Line; Work 
on Canadian Northern. 


BURLINGTON ORDERS CARS, 


Aggregate Improvement Expenditures 
of 3 Roads Run Above $28,000,000. 


The Santa Fé railway, by the completion 
within the last few days of the longest and 
most important section of its Texico-Coleman 
cutoff in Texas, has opened up a new trans- 
continental line from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Pacific coast. The line just completed 
extends from Coleman to Lubbock, a distance 
of 201.4 miles. Work has been in progress for 


a year and a half. The cost is nearly $10,- 
000,000. : 

The object of the cutoff is to connect the 
Santa Fe Gulf lines with the main line of the 
system and also to open up an entirely new 
and fertile territory in Texas. This will 
give the Santa Fe the shortest route from 
Galveston to both Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco and will have an important bearing on 
the trend of transportation between the gulf 
and the Pacific coast, particularly after the 
opening of the Panama canal. The line is of 
the highest type of construction and de- 
signed to handle the heaviest traffic. 


Canadian Northern in Big Work. 


Announcement was made yesterday that the 
Canadian Northern railway is preparing for one 
of the biggest pieces of railroad construction of the 
year by calling for tenders for the $15,000.000 portion 
of its new transcontinental] line through British 
Columbia between Hope and the North Thompson 
river at Kamloops. This section is 168 miles long 
and the work will be awarded in four sections wth 
a requirement that all shall be completed within 
two years. Work is now actively in progress on 
various portions of the line, which wil! be operated 
over the government owned Intercolonſal road from 
Montreal to St. John, N. B. The estimates include 
an item of $2,000,000 to be expended in starting the 
northern line to Hudson Bay. 


Burlington Orders Cars. 


Announcement also was made of the placing of 
an order for 600 refrigerator cars by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railway with the American 
Car and Found company. In addition to this 
order, which is one of the largest of the year, 
it ie understood the read ie still in the market for 
1,000 gondola cars. N 

Improved train service between Chicago and 
St. Paul and Minneapolis was put into effect last 
evening by the Chicago and Northwestern th the 
addition of a new composite library, smoking, and 
observation car to the Northwestern Limited, 
leaving the Wells street station at 6:35 p.m. The 
observation car is a new feature on evening trains 
for the Twin Cities. 

The Pennsylvania railroad has finally declined 
a proposal made by employés to change the age 
of voluntary retirement under its pension syetem 
from 65 to 60 years. The compulsory age of 
retirement on the Pennsylvania as on most roads 
is 70 years. 


OPPOSE FREIGHT RATE CUT. 


Western Cement Manufacturers Say 
Alpha and Other Zastern Concerns

New York, May 9.—The investigation of 
the intemstate commerce commission into the
